He indicated that a few days prior thereto he had 
been advised by CZA that Robert A* Haheu had been hired by CXA 
to approach Ram Giancana with a proposition of paying $150,000 
to hire sons gunmen to go into Cuba and hill Castro* He further 
stated CIA admitted having assisted Haheu in making the "bugging" 
installation in Las Togas {referred to above) whloh uncovered 
this clandestine operation and for this reason CIA could aot 
afford to have any action taken against Giancana or Haheu* 

Hr* Kennedy stated that upon learning CIA had aot cleared its 
action in hiring Haheu and Giancana with the Department of 
Justice he issued orders that CZA should never again take such 
steps without first shocking with the Department of Justice* 

Hr* Kennedy further advised that because of this 
matter it would be very difficult to initiate any prosecution against 
Giancana,, as Gia n ca n a could immediately bring cut the fact the 
United States Government ted approached him to arrange for the 
assassination of Castro* Gto Stated the same was true concerning 
any action we might take wgaiast Haheu for any violation in which

On June 90, 1063, Hr* William Harvey, an official of 
CZA, advised that he had held a meeting with John Boselli

Howard A* Osborn, the present Birector of Securit v , CXA 
freely has admitted to us that Boselll has CIA in an unusually 
vulnerable position and that he would have no fuahs about 
embarrassing CZA if it served his own Interests. In furnishing 
this Information, Mr. Osborn asked that it be held within this 
Bureau on a strictly need-to-know basis. {{ 


In light of the above information furnished us by CIA 
and former Attorney General Kennedy, It appeara that data which 
case to cur attention In October, I960, possibly pertains to the 
captioned matter.

Current Address during January of the years 1963, 1964, 1965, 
1966, and 1967, under Title 8, U. S. Code, Sections 1305 
and 1306 (b) . A bench warrant was issued on 10/20/67, 
and target was apprehended at Los Angeles by Bureau Agents 
on the same date and turned over to the U. S. Marshal. He 
was released on the same date under $5,000 bond. 

On 12/18/67, target entered a plea of not guilty 
to the charges in the indictment. He is to appear before 
Federal Judge PIERSON M. HALL on 1/2/68, for setting of a 
trial date. 


In the near future a Federal Grand Jury in Los 
Angeles will be requested to return indictments against target 
for violation of the Conspiracy and ITAR Statutes and also 
for failure to report gambling winnings in his 1963 Federal 

Income Tax Return.
